vict would be the last person in the 
world to think of personal adornment, 
but this, tt ccems. Is not fro. The ma- 
jority of convicts are pmnounccx', l-y 
tome one who has looked into the mat- 
ter, to be the vaicrstof the vain daugh- 
ter* of Mother Kve. 


A writer In an English paper tay» 


that our hapless countrywoman, Mrs. 
Maybrick. set the fashion in Woking- 
prUon of wearing the ikirt long, that 
is, with a train, as the was wearing 
such when she entered the prison. 


The dresses terved ont to the con- 


victs are constant sources of annoy- 
ance to them, and many an hour is- 
ipent touching up and altering. 


At Millbanlc. another English prison,. 


come years since, a female convict was- 
discovered to be in possession of three 
tallow candles, which, if they had not 
been missed,would no doubt have been 
utilized as pomade t Periodically the 
hinges of the cell doors are oiled, and. 
strange as it may teem, convicts have* 
been detected wiping the oil oS and 
putting it on their hair! 


One of the women created quite a 


rensation among the female convicts 
in Woking prison by reason of the bril- 
liancy of the color of her cheeks and 
lips. Many of her fellow-prisoners be- 
came most envious, and exercised ev- 
ery kind of blandishment In order to 
induce the fortunate one to port with 
her secret—bat In vain. 


At last, one day she became quite- 


friendly with a young convict to whom 
she took a fancy, and during the ten 
minutes'chat (female convicts arc al- 
lowed to converse with each other for 
this allotted time) she confided the se- 
cret. It was soon all over the prison, 
and very soon on most of the cheeks of 
the women could be found traces of 
color. The "paint"* was obtained in 
the following ingenious manner: In 
the aprons that the w omen were wear- 
ing there war, running through the 
pattern, a bright-red rtripc. and this 
was carefully drawn out. When un- 
raveled and chewed in the month the 
color or dye was released, and thus the 
paint was obtained which decorated 
their faces and lips. 


In the same prison a convict had re- 


peated fainting fits without any causa 
discoverable by the medical officer. 
One day she was attacked In chapel, 
and,upon her removal to the infirmary.

While ont in the exercise yard a con- 


vict will rapidly scan the ground in the 
hope of coming across a piece of gloss. 
Once possessed of it. she will run tha 
risk of solitary confinement on a bread- 
and-water diet in order to get it into 
her cell. A piece of black cloth at the 
back of the piece of glass makes an ex- 
cellent mirror. Here it will be hidden 
in all conceivable places, and many a, 
violent woman, Ul-favorcd by nature. 
has been known to become subdued 
after being able to admire her feature* 
by means of the mirror. 


Women convicts have bec» known to 


break the windows of their cells, and 
hide the largest piece in the bed, thus 
running the risk of losing marks or a 
visit from friends. If dUcovcrcd. and 
the looking-glass taken away, many of 
them become most violent, and the 
straight jacket has to be brought into 
use. 
It la nothing uncommon to find a 


convict, when she writes to her women 
friends, asking to be Informed about

possibly the confederate powder mills 
in Augusta.Ca.. thirteen mile* further 
west of GranitCTille. At Aiken they 
met with the forces of Gen. Wheeler 
and were repulsed after a sharp skir- 
mish, and retired to the main body of 
the army. This fight determined the 
future fate of old Jim. 


Mis riJer, Lieut. McMahon. charged 


with him down a road, now fouth 
IJouadary avenue, right in front of the 
house of Mr. Williams. They had 
hardly pa ssed the front door when both 
horse and rider fell, the rider with a 
mcrtal rround in the breast and old 
Jim with a ball in his neck. 


Lieut. McMahon was taken Into the 


house of Mr. Williams, when he died 
in the «'.lnlng-rootn a few hours later. 
The stain of his life-blood is still on 
the pine floor. Jim was condemned a* 
worthless and ordered to be shot, but 
Mr. Williams begged for Ms life and 
nurscJ him back again to health and 
usefulness. From, that day to this the 
old horse has cever known a sick day, 
and the indications are that he will 
yet be able to show for several years 
the scan of battle and the brand -C. 
S." upon his shoulders.

In a properly made house thert 


should 1« no need of weatherstrips. 
but few houses are so thoroughly con- 
si rueted that there U nocracksabout 
the doors aad windows, where the cold 
air can penetrate. On a breezy side ol 
the horse, exposed to the north or 
west, it is a pool plan to have double 
windows, provided they are arranged 
so that they may I* opened when nec- 
essary for ventilation- The double 
window that is put ia so that it can not 
be opened is certainly to be condemned. 


The storm-door, which the wise 


householders nse outside the regular 
emtranec door, is also a preat help to- 
ward keeping the house warm. These 
doors and the double windows are not 
a preat expense, ar.d are arranged to 
that they can l« easily put ia place or 
removed. TJicy are not strictly needed 
except In extremely cold weather. 


All weather stririplng tint prevents 


the opening of the windows i» to )* 
condemned. The tlcsplest 
weather 


stripping, vrith a rubber e\1gc, costs 
bnt z fewcent* a fr«rt. and can IK* put 
Ia place by a person with only a slight 
knowledge of carpentry. The neatest 
weather stripping is painted or finished 
in pine or h=rdwo<«l to match] the other 
wtodwork of the rouo.—"S".
